PROTECT ULSTER 

Lloyd George Sends Word to 
Michael Collins 

More Men Will Be Sent if 
Needed 

i - 

London, Feb. 10.—Announce¬ 
ment was made in the House of 
Commons to-day that Premier 
Lloyd George had notified 
Michael Collins, head of the 
Irish Free State Provisional 
Government, that the kidnap¬ 
pings in Ireland showed the ne¬ 
cessity of the presence of 
British troops in Ulster. 

It. was announced that the 
Northern Irish Parliament had 

been assured that the number o( 
Hrltlsh troops would be increased to 
nny extent necessary for the protec- 
tU»n of the inhabitants. 

Grave Situation. 

London, Feb. 10.—The situation 
created by the kidnappings in Ulster 
continued to bear a grave aspect to¬ 
day. The Northern Irish Govern¬ 
ment had not up to this afternoon 
received any intimation of the re-1 
lease of the prisoners taken in the 
recent raids and had no authentic 
Information as to their whereabouts. 

Belfast. Feb. 10.—A party of Ulster 
special constables was ambushed 
last evening by thirty men. who 
Dpened fire on the police car at Clady, 
on the Dpnegal-Tyrone border, which 
previously had been the scene of 
■everal disturbances. Constable Me- 
Fadden. of Londonderry, was shot 
ind killed. 

Releases. 

London, Feb. 10.—It was reported 
from both Dublin and Belfast this 
morning that many of the men kid¬ 
napped in Ulster would be released 
to-day, but none except those who 
reached their homes yesterday, as 
reported in previous dispatches, is 
yet known to bo free, and the where¬ 
abouts of the captives is still a mys¬ 
tery. Reports said they were all 
concentrated at Ballymuy in Mona¬ 
ghan County, but it is stated they 
sere later removed far to the south. 

Expectation that the men would be 
•eleased to-day was apparently based 
in the report that Michael Collins 
tnd other members of the Southern 
Provisional Government were busy 
resterday trying to obtain their lib¬ 
eration and had sent special officers 
.'rum Dublin to persuade the captors 
:o release their prisoners. 

It is questioned, however, whether 
!ho Provisional Government's pertua- 
lions would be likely to effect their 
•elease, as the. "Irish Republican, 
trmy" nominally is not controlled by 
•he Provisional Government, but by 
he Dali Eireann. Moreover, In some

Located in Copper Mine

Valdez Island Copper Company In Possession of Great 
Potential Discovery on Quadra Island; Copper Ores 
Found to Have Radio-Active Properties to Marked

I uquestionablc proof that ores exhibiting considerable radio¬ 
active properties had been found on the Quadra Island mines of the 
Valdez Island Copper Company was given to-day by F. N. D. 
Itosher, of that company. Proof, in the form of photographs of 
coins and other objects, taken through several thicknesses of em¬ 
pire cloth on plates, by means of the emanations from small pieces 
of the radio-aitive ore, and in unmistakable emanations noted in 
tests of the ore in scintilliscopes, when the ore is seen to give off 
minute particles which impinging on the plate of the scintflliscope, 
become visible to the eye df the observer in. considerable numbers.

SAFE STILL STANDS 


Cracksmen Randle Nitro- 
Glycerine With Comical 
Results 

Second Case of the Kind This 
Year 


A determined, though unsuccess- 
!ul, attempt to blow open the safe 
n the office of Thorpe’s Soda Water 
r actory, at 629 David Street, was 
nade by a 'gang of cracksmen last 
light, or in the early hours of this 
norning. 

The cracksmen planted two charges 
•f nltro-glycerine, and secured ex- 
ilosions but the damage was con- 
Ined to the walls and ceilings of the 
ifllce, as the «oap, which was put 
nto to make the cracks in the safe 
dr-tight was scattered to the four 
lomers of the room. 

Not an Amateur. 

The police at first were inclined 
o deem the attempt as the work of 
♦mateurs, but the use of nitro-glycer- 
ne has discouraged this belief. In 
txamining the premises to-day De- 
ectlve Sergeant O’Leary explained 
o The Times that from the appear- 
nce of the safe, and the premises, 
hat too light a charge had been used, 
ind that it was not properly placed. 

Failing to blow open the safe the 
rung pounded the handle of the safe 
ind tried other methodg/bf securing 
i breach, but wlthour'shccess. The; 
let results of their efforts, during 
vhlch they used thqbe boxes of 
Hatches to light their work, are two 
mail burns on the paint of the safe, 
tnd a profusion of soap which litters 
vails, celling, office furniture and ev- 
•rythlng in the room. 

In planting the charge, the cracks- 
nen lined the edges of the safe ami 
.1! vents, with soap. They tied two 
barges on, one at the top of the safe, 
ind another over the combination 
andle. Traces of the use of nitro- 
:lycerine, with the regular cap and 
uses, were found to-day by the 
•ollce.

Canada, Australia and South 
Africa Takes Shares 

France Insists on Restricted 

Discussions 

I - 

Canada, Australia and South Africa 
are nations of the Empire wKjch 
have accepted invitations to be rep¬ 
resented at the Genoa Economic 
Conference. Canada’s participation 
was announced in Ottawa last even¬ 
ing, and to-day Premier Lloyd 
George stated in London that Aus¬ 
tralia and South Africa also would 
be represented. 

Reported From London. 

London, Feb. 10.—(Canadian Press 
Cable)—In the House of Commons 
to-day. Premier Lloyd George an¬ 
nounced that South Africa and Aus¬ 
tralia were among the Dominions 
which had so far accepted invita¬ 
tions to send representatives to the 
Genoa Economic Conference, which 
is to meet in March. 

Sir Charles Gordon, of Montreal, 
will go to the Genoa Conference for 
Canada, and Professor Montpetit, of 
i Montreal, has been invited by the 
Government to associate himself 
| with Sir Charles. 

This was an announcement made 
last evening In Ottawa after a Cabi¬ 
net meeting. 

Canada was invited to send two 
representatives. As the conference 
was called to deal with economic and 
financial matters, It was necessary 
to elect representatives who are 
recognized authorities on these sub¬ 
jects, and it is felt here that the 
choice is a good one. 

The question of Canada's foreign 
credits will probably be taken up, 
and the advisability of extending 
these credits to other countries will 
be discussed at the conference. Rus¬ 
sia is anxious to borrow from Can¬ 
ada. The Canadian credits granted 
to Roumanla and Greece have not 
proved satisfactory, and these will 
probably come under review when 
th<* conference is held. 

Sir Charles Gordon is president of 
the Dominion Textile Company. lie 
was vice-chairman of the Imperial 
Munitions Board and a member of 
the Canadian trade mission to Wash¬ 
ington. 

Professor Montpetit is on the staff 
<M the University of Montreal. He is 
an authority on financial and eco¬ 
nomic conditions. 

France. 

Paris, Feh. 10.—The Foreign Af¬ 
fairs Committee of the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday adopted a resolu¬ 
tion approving Premier Poincare'* 
attitude regarding the Genoa Con¬ 
ference. 

A dispatch said that Premier Poin¬ 
care, in a note given out last night, 
addressed to the United ^States and 
France's allies Infcthe late war, de¬ 
clared flatly that prance would be 
unable to send delegates to the pro¬ 
posed Genoa Economic Conference If 
any of the Invited Governments let 
It be understood that they would not 
accept entirely conditions arranged 
at the Supreme Council meeting in 
Cannes in January precluding any 
discussion of the existing peace 
treaties. 

It was necessary, M. Poincare 
thought, to see whether the. Russian 
Soviet Government was disposed to 
accord commercial facilities and to 
give guarantees for the protection of 
industrial and personal property. He 
opposed any discussion that would in¬ 
fringe upon the province of the 
League of Nations. His note con¬ 
cluded with the statement that time 
was required properly to prepare for 
the conference, and that this would 
necessitate a postponement of the 
gathering three months.

MEET IN CITY 

Sargent Lays Victoria’s Views 
Before Canadian Municipal 
Body 

The Union of Canadian Municipali¬ 
ties will be asked immediately by W. 
J. Sargent, a member of the Union 
Executive, to hold its annual con¬ 
vention here this Summer. Mr. Sar¬ 
gent will also ask the Union to take 
up at its convention the possibility of 
revising the Federal Government’s 
system of unemployment relief, and 
to discuss the merits of a business 
tax In Canada. 

^hese matters will be laid before 
the Union Executive when it meet*? 
in Ottawa, February 18, in a com¬ 
munication which Alderman Sargent 
will send to-night, after a conference 
with Mayor Marchant. Mr. Sargent 
already has asked the Mayor to In¬ 
dicate the city’s wishes in connec¬ 
tion with the Union’s activities. He 
.proposed, in a letter to the Mayor, 
that the Union be asked to consider, 
at /Its annual convention the busi¬ 
ness tax and unemployment ques¬ 
tions. 

Alderman E. S. Woodward, chair¬ 
man of the civic Finance Committee, 
will ask Mr. Sargent to urge upon 
the Union vigorous action to chahgc 
the present Federal system of unem¬ 
ployment relief. "The present Bys¬ 
tem should be changed completely," 
Alderman Woodward said to-day. 
"The present plan forces the dole 
system upon us Instead of aiding the 
municipalities to do useful work." 

"I will lay before the Union any¬ 
thing the city wishes,” Mr. Sargent 
stated this afternoon. "The next 
convention of the Unloh will be held 
either in Victoria or Winnipeg. Of 
course I shall vote to hold it in Vic¬ 
toria."

Topeka, Kansas, Police, Wire 
Los Angeles 

Investigation of Taylor Murder 
Case Proceeds 

Topeka, Kaa., Feb. 10.—A man held 
in the Shawnee County Jail here, who 
was taken off a Santa Fe train Wed¬ 
nesday night, arfswers the description 
of Edward F. Sands, secretary-butler 
to William Desmond Taylor, murder¬ 
ed motion picture director, Under- 
Sheriff Carlson declared to-day 
Though the man gave the name of 
Walter S. Underwood, the name 
signed to a railway ticket in his pos¬ 
session was Walter S. Maddex. 

His Claims. 

Topeka, Kas., Feb. 10,—Asserting 
that he was an Intimate friend of 
William Desmond Taylor, slain Los 
Angeles motion picture director; that 
ho had attended many "parties” at 
Taylor’s home, and that he knew Ed¬ 
ward Sands, missing valet-butler in 
the Taylor case. well, a man who gave 
Ids name as Walter Scott Underwood 
was being held by the local authori¬ 
ties to-day for the Los Angeles 
police. 

Underwood was arrested on a 
felony warrant charging him with 
misappropriation of funds of a Ix>s 
Angeles firm by which he wus em¬ 
ployed. 

Officials, after hearing Under¬ 
wood's story, could not determine 
whether tho prisoner was seeking 
publicity or whether, as he declared, 
he had been Intimate with Taylor. 

Underwood, officials say. bears a 
distinct resemblance, to Sands. He 
told officials he l»elloved he knew who 
shot Taylor and that Jealousy was 
the motive for the crime. 

Maddex in Lot Angeles. 

Los Angeles, Feb. 10.—W. 8. Mad¬ 
dex is tho name of the owner of an 
apartment house here in which 
Walter S. Underwood, under arrest in 
Topeka. Kansas, lived for N alx months 
or so. Maddex said that during that 
period Underwood nt no time men¬ 
tioned knowledge of Taylor or Sands, 
or any information concerning 
motion picture production or people 
connected therewith. 

"I do not beiieva Underwood Is 
Sands, or had any connection with 
the murder of William Desmond Tay¬ 
lor." Maddex said. "He mentioned 
having relatives in New York and 
Pennsylvania and having served in 
the British army."

ZIEGLER'S CLAIMS 
SETTLED BY CITY 

Fire Captain Abandons Appeal 
Following Adjustment 

To Be Re-instated at Once 
With Half Pay 

After litigation -lasting over a per¬ 
iod of six months and a half, the City 
of Victoria to-day entered into a set¬ 
tlement with F. W. Ziegler, by which 
the former fire captain will be re¬ 
instated in his position of captain of 
the hook and ladder truck and re¬ 
ceive back pay for the period of some 
six and a half months at the rate of 
half his nomuil salary. 

Under this agreement. Ziegler 
abandons his appeal, and accepts a 
sum of approximately $500 for his 
term of forced unemployment. 

At the adjournment of the after¬ 
noon session of the Court of Appeal 
yesterday a suggestion was offered 
for a settlement, states M. B. Jack- 
son, K. C., who explained that the 
suggestion had come from the other 
sill. . While all counsel wc*ro as¬ 
sembled for the re-opening of the 
hearing In the Court of Appeal this 
morning, the offer of a settlement 
was again broached, and verbal 
agreement was reached between 
counsel before the court opened. M. 
B. Jackson, K. C., with II. S. Pringle 
acted for the city, and J. R. Green 
with E. B. Williams for the appellant. 

Announcement in Court. 

When their Lordships took the 
bench Mr. Jackson formally an¬ 
nounced that an offer of settlement 
had been made on behalf of the ap¬ 
pellant, and that an arrangement had 
been reached, whereby the appellant 
would abandon his appeal. 

Mr. Green requested that the terms 
of the agreement could be given to 
the Court, but Mr. Jackson objected, 
giving Ills personal undertaking that 
the City would abide by tho agree¬ 
ment on its part. 

To The Times afterwards Mr. Jack- 
son explained that the City author¬ 
ities felt that Ziegler had committed 
a very grave offence, in doing so he 
had been animated by the right mo¬ 
tives, that of getting to a fire with 
the least delay. The City Council 
felt that Ziegler had been sufficiently 
punished by his suspension for the 
period named, it was stated, and in 
view of his fourteen years of steady 
service to the fire department, were 
willing to re-instate the fire captain 
in his old position. 

The Accident. 

Mr. Ziegler was dismissed from the 
Fire Department following a collision 
between fire truck und street car in 
the "Dardanelles" of Fort Street In 
July la«t. The dismissal was made 
on July 26, being retroactive to July 
21, the date of the accident. had 
been employed for fourteen years, 
ten of whicl) he served as fire captain, 
at a salary of $1,800 a year.

Supreme Court to Decide As 
sessment of Land 


Ottawa, Feh. 10 .—The appeal of the I 
Corporation of Point Grey versus j 
Shannon, an appeal from the Court of j 
Appeal of British Columbia, was 
heard yesterday in the Supreme 
Court of Canada. The respondents 
are owners of a certain number of 
avres of land in the municipality ap¬ 
pellant. The land had been assessed 
by the appellant at '$2,700 an acre.' 
but the respondent appealed to the 
court of revision, alleging that under 
the provisions of the Municipal Act 
the land should have been assessed 
as for agricultural purposes and not 
as on its actual vahle. The court of 
revision confirmed the assessment, 
which judKOMpt was reserved on ap¬ 
peal by Mr. Justice Macdonald, who 
reduced the assessment to $250 an 
acre, holding that the land was being 
used for agricultural purposes. 

An appeal to the Court of Appeal of 
British Columbia was dismissed, the 
court being equally divided. 

The appellant submitted in the 
Supreme Court that the conclusion 
arrived at by Mr. Justice Macdonald 
is erroneous in holding that Section 
219 of the Municipal Act made it ob¬ 
ligatory in the court of revision to 
order respondent's land to be assessed 
at its vain* for agricultural purposes 
and that the courts below should 
have held that the exercise of the 
power was discretionary with the 
court of revision.

"Work? Work? Sure! That's the 
whole trouble with you! You haven’t 
got enough work to do. if you had 
five kids and no hired girl, and had 
to help with the chores and separate 
the cream, like these farmers’ wives, 
then you wouldn’t be «o discon¬ 
tented." 

"I know. That’s what most men— 
and women—like you would say. 
That’s how tlsev would explain all 
I am and all 1 want. And 1 shouldn't 
argue with them. These business 
men, from their crushing labors of 
sitting In an office seven hours a day. 
would calmly recommend that I have 
a dozen children. As it happens. I’ve 
done that sort of thing. There’ve 
been a good many times when we 
hadn't a maid, and I did all the house¬ 
work. and cared finr Hugh, and went 
to Red Cross, and did It all very ef¬ 
ficiently. I’m a good cook and a 
good sweeper, and you don’t dare say 
I’m not!” 

"N-no, you’re-” 

"Rut was I more happy when I was 
drudging? I was not. 1 was just 
bedraggled and unhappy. It’s work 
—but not my work. I could run an 
office or a library, or nurse or teach 
children. Rut solitary dish-washing 
isn’t enough to satisfy me—or many 
other women.

Not to have to apologize for her;

Now in New York 

(By Ben Deacon. Canadian Press 
Correspondent.) 

New York, Feb. 10.—An event of 
particular interest in theatrical cir¬ 
cles this week w v as the initial appear¬ 
ance here of Miss Marie Lohr. the 
talented English actress, and her 
company of clever players. Indirectly, 
It was also an event of particular In¬ 
terest to Canadians. It marked the 
beginning of a new theatrical move¬ 
ment on this continent. It was an in¬ 
dication of a possible orbital change 
for English theatrical stars of first 
magnitude. Hitherto it has been the 
custom for them to come direct from 
London to New York; then the New 
York managers who planned the path 
which they were to travel occasion¬ 
ally descended to permit Canadians 
to see them. Miss Lohr and her 
company have followed a different 
route. They went first to the Do¬ 
minion. and after touring Canada, 
they condescended to cojme to New 
York. However, New York is bliss¬ 
fully unaware of this. New Yorkers 
love to hold first place. They are. In¬ 
clined to he peevish If anyone Imp- 
pens to elbow them out of that much- 
prized position. Therefore there has 
been no mention here of the Can¬ 
adian tour. The great majority of 
New Yorkers are under the impres¬ 
sion that Miss Lohr Just stepped off 
the London boat. They believe she 
crossed the. Atlantic solely for their 
benefit. And they are well content. 

Miss Lohr's opening at the Hud¬ 
son Theatre was a conspicuous suc¬ 
cess. The audience included the 
city’s intellectual elect. Many people 
prominent In New York’s social and 
artistic life were on hand to welcome 
the gifted and beautiful actress whoso 
distinguished I»ndnn career Is fa¬

Tills audience gave 
Miss I»hr a warm welcome even if 
they appeared to' find her vehicle 
somewhat slow moving and creaky. 
In response to many ourtuln calls she 
made a charming little speech which 
some of those present declared more 
Pleasing than the play. 

Canadian theatregoers have formed 
their own opinions of “The Voice 
from the Minaret," which was in¬ 
cluded In the repertoire Miss Lohr 
gave In the Dominion, and which was 
her choice for her New York debut. 
They may l>e Interested in knowing 
what New York thinks about it. The 
New York critic** do not necessarily 
reflect the view of New York, In fact 
not unfrequently their verdicts are 
completely reversed by the public. In 
this case, however, they display un¬ 
usual unanimity. They join in cheer¬ 
ing Miss Lohr and castigating Robert 
Hichens nn<l his play. Therefore to 
give the folks hack home some ink¬ 
ling of the New York viewpoint, and 
also because this appears to he an 
excellent way of filling out a column 
in a week which has few interesting 
theatrical events, I propose to call 
upon the theatrical writers of the local 
press for a few of their usual well- 
chosen words. 

Alexander Wollcott. of The Times, 
finds “The Voice from the Minaret” 
to Ik* "an uncommonly pompous piece. 
“Its story, he declares, "is told In 
high falution locutions with scarcely 
a lino of simple, untheatricalized 
speech in all four acts. "It is played 
by Miss Ixthr's company." he adds, 
with all the old-time device* of roll- ! 
ing eyes, solemn pauses. hated 
breaths and swelling utterances." He I 
is non-committal with regurd to Miss 
Lohr herself. 

Many Praise Her Work. 

Fercy Hammond, of The Tribune, 
calls Miss Lohr "a talented and lovely 
wayfarer from foreign parts who im¬ 
pelled us to admiration by her charms 
dnd by the manner of her acting." The 
play he describes as "something like a 
pious bore,*’ and "an unctuous tale of 
renunciation." Its fashion and Its con¬ 
tents are not, it would seem, of a kind 
to captivate theatregoers hereabout,” 
he writes. 

Charles Darnton. of The Evening 
.World, declares that Miss I»hr "fairly 
earned the welcome given her by an 
audience that must have found far 
more in the voice of this. English ac¬ 
tress than was to he discovered In 
"The Voice from the Minaret.’’ a 
singularly doleful romance. Miss 
Ix>hr's voice—rich, clear and with 
never-failing carrying power—rose 
above the gray drama and an ex¬ 
ceedingly dingy production. It charm¬ 
ed and held the. attention even when 
Interest in the play fell to the level 
of boredom.” Several members of the 
company in addition to Miss Lohr are 
given unstinted praise, by Mr. iMrn- 
ton, notably Edmund Gwenn and 
Herbert Marshal. 

The Hichens drama. In the opinion 
of Alan Dale, is "singularly charry 
and undramatlc," though "In the third 
act a certain amount of drama occur¬ 
red and happened somewhat throb- 
hlngly." "This act." he says, "is melo¬ 
drama. freed from the curse of rant.” 
Of Miss Ix>hr, he says. “She has a 
contralto voice, and utter solemnity of 
manner, at times a dash of Htagoiness. 
hut—she knows her business. She 
makes nil the points possible and 
makes them neatly. She has distinc¬ 
tion and she has authority.” 

J. Ranken Towse. of The Post, con¬ 
siders the Hichens drama "an uncom¬ 
monly good specimen of a somewhat 
discredited type of play." Mr. Towse, 
who is a very careful person, will not 
hazard any guess as to whether it 
will secure in New York the popular¬ 
ity which he has been informed it i 
enjoyed in London, hut he adds that 
"It has the advantage of Introducing 
in Marie Lohr an actress of striking 
personality and very solid artistic 
requirements.”

M. Ridley sustained injuries, and a steward, reported to be a 
Chinaman, was killed. 

In heading into the storm the Bessie Dollar was swept by tre¬ 
mendous seas with disastrous effect. The ship’s bridge was carried 
away »yid other sections of the 
freighter's top-hamper wrecked. 

Capt. Ridley, muster of the Bessie 
Dollar, is one of the veteran skippers 
in the Robert Dollar service. The 
freighter passed out to sea from 
Vancouver on January 29 and was 
790 mileH offshore when overtaken 
by the terrific hurricane. 

Aid Is Near. 

The freighters Stanley Dollar and 
Rearpyrt were reported to be stand¬ 
ing by and ready to give assistance 
to the stricken ship if needed. 

At 8 o’clock last night the ship was 
reported by the Este'van Phint 
station in lat.

CITY EMPLOYEES 

Council to Make All Dis¬ 
missals, Suspensions, 
Appointments Now 

No city department head may dis¬ 
miss, suspend or appoint an official 
or employee of any kind. 

Tills is the mandate, which went out 
from Mayor Marchant’s office to-day 
after the City Council had decided to 
settle the Zelgjer case out of court, 
and reinstate Fire Captain Zeigler, 
who was dismissed by Chief Stewart 
last year. This case, the Mayor an¬ 
nounced this afternoon, decided once 
and for all that department heads 
cannot dismiss, suspend or appoint 
employees. From now on the City 
Council itself will exercise this func¬ 
tion. 

”1 have always held that the power 
of dismissing, suspending and hiring 
rested with the Council,” the Mayor 
declared, and this Zeigler case em¬ 
phasizes the point. “A department 
hend must report to the Council for 
action on dismissals, suspensions or 
appointments. No department head 
hag himself this power. 

“It is true that a resolution was 
passed by the Council some years ago 
giving tho City Engineer power to 
dismiss, suspend, and hire employees, 
but this resolution was ultra vires 
and so cannot hold. The power to 
exercise these functions rests entirely 
with the Council so that from now 
on when a department head wishes 
to dismiss, hire or suspend an em¬ 
ployee he must ask the Council to 
authorize his action.”

But Council, at Meeting To¬ 
day. Finds Big Difficulties 

—- 

For more than an hour this morn- 1 
ing th»* city Council, in private ses¬ 
sion in Mayor M&rchant’s office. 1 
thrashed out the horse-racing ques¬ 
tion. Ami when every alderman had, 
expressed his views loudly and em¬ 
phatically the Council was no nearer 
a decision than before. 

A majority of the Council. It devel¬ 
oped at the meeting is opposed to horse 
rowing and would favor refusing per¬ 
mission to the B. C. Agricultural 
Association to hold a race meet here 
this year. Serious difficulties, how¬ 
ever. have been discovered. Most 
important of these is the fact that, 
while the Council could stop racing 
at the Willows, it could not prevent 
another race track being established. 
Moreover rating with the pari-mutuel 
system has been legalized by the 
Federal Government and, the Coun¬ 
cil thinks, has been recognized by 
the Provincial Government which 
proposes to tax pari-mutuel profits. 

Holding a referendum on the rac¬ 
ing question is the plan most favored 
by Council members. In the end this 
probably will be the course adopted. 
In addition. It is planned to hold a 
conference between City representa¬ 
tives and delegates from adjoining 
Municipalities so that a general policy 
on racing may be adopted. 

Would Soil Willows. 

It was suggested at this morning’s 
Council meeting that the City should 
side-step the racing issue by selling 
the Willows Park to some private 
company. Mayor Marchant and 
other members of the Council, how¬ 
ever, protested against this plan in 
no uncertain language. Such a course 
they said, would simply be evading 
the Council’s responsibility. On the 
other hand, they admitted that. In the 
last analysis, the City could not hope 
to 8top racing if a new race track 
were opened outside the City limits 

Before any decision on the racing 
question is reached the Council will 
hear the representations of racing 
enthusiasts. 

FOR SCHOOL LIBRARY 


That the Government Liquor Act 
has not yet been brought into force 
by a proclamation of the Lieut-Gov- 
ernor is tho submission made 
to the Court of Appeal to-day 
by tho appellant in the hearing of 
Rex versus Ferguson. 

John Ferguson was arrested by the- 
police some months ago. and convict¬ 
ed by the police magistrate of selling 
liquor. The objection that the Liquor 
Act was not really in force, was then 
raised by R. C. Lowe, counsel for 1 
appellant, with Frank Higgins, K.C.., 
Ferguson was sentenced to six 
months in Jail, but released on baili 
pending an appeal. In due course the 
appeal was made before His Honor 
Judge Um|)man, in the County 
Court, the Crown being successful in 
defending the conviction against the 
same argument raised by counsel as 
Tn the police Couxt. The appeal was 
dismissed by His Honor. I 

In the Appeal Court this morning 
counsel for Ferguson again brought 
his case before the Courts, taking the 
same stand, namely that the Govern¬ 
ment Liquor Act was not properly in 
force, as no proclamation effecting 
this was made, it is asserted. 

In opening the hearing for Appellant 
Mr. Higgins stated that this point 
would be argued and also the con¬ 
stitutionality of the Act would be 
attacked. 

Mr. Lowe submitted a list of legal 
authorities on this point. 

C. 14. Harrison appears for the 
Crown. Mr. Harrison has followed 
the case for the Crown up from the 
Police Court, being the City prose¬ 
cutor at the trial in which the orig¬ 
inal prison sentence was imposed.

Whatever the reasons for limiting 
numbers, the practical problems ln- 
volvtd are serious. Shall we admit 
the girst group who apply and pres¬ 
ent our minimum educational and 
personal qualifications, or shall we 
attempt to select the better men? If 
we wish to select, what method shall 
we pursue? 

"As we approach to a solution of 
this problem of selection we have, 
during the past year, with a consider¬ 
able degree of scepticism, conducted 
experiments with general intelligence 
tests of the type devised by the Car- 
regie Institute and the Scott Com¬ 
pany. The results obtained by giving 
these tests to men in the school sur¬ 
passed our hopes. Use may be made 
of this method of testing men as one 
supplement of existing entrance re¬ 
quirements.” 

Follow School Work Closely. 

Dean Donham explains that the 
tests were given and the results tabu¬ 
lated by Assistant Prof. Daniel 
Starch, formerly of the University of 
Wisconsin. They were, given to a 
large part, but not to all the students 
at the school. 

"The striking fact," said the Dean. 
"Is that 100 per cent, of the men who 
were rated A on the intelligence test 
stood in their regular school work 
above the average grade and 100 per 
cent, of the men receiving K on the 
intelligence test stood in scholarship 
below the average of the school. 
Moreover, no men in the second-year 

P oup who took the test received an 
rating. Obviously men of this range 
of ability are largely eliminated by 
the ordinary processes of the school 
or by their own action before the be¬ 
ginning of the second year. 

"This conclusion is confirmed by 
the record attained by the E group in 
the first-year class. There were 
seven such men. Two were asked to 
leave during the year on account of 
poor scholarship, one failed or stayed 
away from every examination, two 
railed in three courses each, one failed 
In one course, and one pussed all his 
courses with an average grade of 
71.5 per cenL In other words, five 
out of seyen failed completely, one 
made a vety unsatisfactory record 
and one only passed all his work. 
Tells Who Will Benefit. 

"The indications are that these in¬ 
telligence tests place us in possession 
of a method applicable to this partic¬ 
ular school by which we may sort out 
in advance the men who are not com¬ 
petent to benefit by the course of 
study to which they arf here sub¬ 
jected. It is hardly worth while for 
an individual to come to the school 
who cannot pass at least a D intelli¬ 
gence test on the standard of mark¬ 
ing used in these computations. His 
chances of failure are too great. 

"He would not necessarily prove 
incompetent as a business man. On 
the contrary, unquestionably a cer¬ 
tain percentage of such men would 
with other methods of preparation 
•ucceed in business. Their minds 
may bo slow, but otherwise of good 
quality. Such men. however, should 
not be admitted unless the school is 
prepared to change its standards. 

"Our present intention, therefore 
is to attempt, o nan experimental ajid 
tentative basis, sorting applicants for 
admission by the use in part of intel¬ 
ligence tests similar to those above 
referred to. Of course, In every case 
we shall also investigate the personal 
quality of the applicant, and use all 
other available Information."

Roughly, the analysis showed 
that the average high quality gar¬ 
ment should retail at about eight 
times the cost per yard to the manu¬ 
facturer of the main material, while 
in the cheaper grades the propor¬ 
tionate retail cost would bo very 
much greater. 


New York, Feb. 10.—From present 
appearances,■i the woman who buys 
furs next year will have to pay about 
80 per cent, more than she has done 
for the last year, even though the 
catch, ns reported from all fur re¬ 
gions, has been much above the 
average, because of tho early start 
of the cold weather. Fur men held 
off in December, hoping a. slower de- 
mand would encourage the trappers 
to bring down their prices, but, one 
fur manufacturer said yesterday, the 
trappers ignored the usual economic 
laws and merely raised their charges. 

Reports from all regions are not 
yet complete, but enough has come in 
to make it sure that the catch In all 
lines has been excellent, many di¬ 
stricts in widely separated areas 
sending bulletins that the catch in 
their particular animals has been 
phenomenal. Still, reports from St. 
Louis received yesterday were that 
Monday’s prices showed an average 
advance of 10 per cent, over those of 
Saturday's sales. establishing new 
higli records for the year. Wolf made 
the biggest Jump, although the col¬ 
lections from the Middle West ranged 
not far behind. 

Retail Prices Too Low. 

Ho far as the retail trade is con¬ 
cerned, dealers find they are now 
selling garments at much less than 
the cost of replacement, one man 
finding that to duplicate for a cus¬ 
tomer a coat he had sold at $250 he 
had to pay $525. Another retailer, 
filling a special order, found it 
cheaper to cut up u garment which, 
ho had in stock, although some furl 
was wasted, than it would have been 
to buy new skins. * 

Department stores and retnPerr 
generally have been clearing out their 
stocks, and have found that the big¬ 
gest demand has been for Hudson 
sonl coats and squirrel coats and 
wraps. Hudson seal garments will 
undoubtedly cost much more next 
season, as the average raw rat. which 
could be caught for about $1.25 last I 
year, now costa about $2. Fishers 
foxes, particularly in tho new shades, 
such as platinum, fancy grays, the 
light colors generally, and whites; 
racoon; Persian and Karakul have 
been strongly in demand at the. close 
of the season, and it is nn established 
fTict in the trade that what closes one 
season opens the next. Ermine 
which a few years ago had a slow 
and spotty sale, came back Into favor 
this year. Stone and baum martens I 
and sables have been much sought 
for next Summer’s retail sales, which 
portend an unusually good volume. 

Furs for Trimming. 

The demand of the cloak and suit 
trade for furs for trimming lias 
helped to keep prices up and retail¬ 
ers have found that in many more 
instances than in the past the con¬ 
sumer has been spending much more 
than her means warranted for such 
garments. On retailer instanced the 
case of a woman, an old customer, 
who Insisted on Fitch collar, cuff, and 
skirt side panels, using eight skins 
on a suit, the cost of material and 
making of which was about one- 
eighth of the cost of the trimming. 

Buyers will have a solid cost basis 
after opening of the auctions at the 
New York Auction Company’s rooms 
which will open February 6. Untl! 
then there can be# little but con¬ 
jecture as to Just how high prices 
can go.

Tells of Importance of Design 
in Industry 


Why art and the principles 
design play an important part

John Kyle, Director

"The appearance of a commercial 
production usually decides its sale¬ 
ableness." Mr. Kyle declared. "Ugly 
objects or beautiful thing* unsuitable 
for their purpose as a rule prove bad 
stock, and In every case it pays a 
manufacturer to see that his goods 
are appropriate to their use, and that 
they are attractive in appearance; 
but that they are not made beautiful 
at the expense of utility. 

"The same care in spacing that is 
seen on the facade of Notre Dame, 
Paris, must be shown in wainscoting, 
in furniture, and in the smallest of 
ornaments.” he went on. " 'Leave 
equality to children and their dolls’ 
houses.’ wrote Ruskin. Let the de¬ 
signer show his mentality by arrang¬ 
ing his spaces to give dignity and 
repose. The necessity of adapting 
the design of an object to its position 
and to its use is as obvious as it is 
absolute, but the need of conforming 
the design to ti.o technical conditions 
imposed by the materials and the 
tools by which the resign Is made is 
not so generally understood. 

Accept Limitations. 

"Good craftsmen always cheerfully 
accept these conditions of restraint 
laid upon them, and frankly admit 
the limitation of both tools and ma¬ 
terials. thus their treatment of mu-I 
terials taken from nature does not, 
go far wrong.” 

"Technical and artistic training In¬ 
creases the quality and quantity of 
a nation's products, and this is what 
Is urgently required at present.

GOODFELLOWSHIP 
REIGNS IN LATEST 
SAANICH MEETING 

Ward Four Meeting Notable 
For Kindly Speaking 

That the Saanich election had de¬ 
veloped into a battle of wits was the 
opinion voiced at the McKenzie 
Avenue School meeting last evening 
held in the interests of Francis 
Simpson’s candidature for the Reeve- 
ship of Saanich. Mr. Simpson was 
engaged at a meeting at the West 
Road, and during the long interval 
before he could arrive at McKenzie 
Avenue the rival merits of the two 
candidates for Hoove were debated. 

The earlier part of the meeting was 
signalized by a statement by Coun¬ 
cillor McWllliam, representative of 
the ward in favor of Reeve Watson, 
as a capable chairman of the Coun¬ 
cil. and long experienced in Saanich 
affairs. 

Rased on the successful plan in 
Ward Seven, Mr. McWllliam sug¬ 
gested consideration of a by-law for 
raising $.'.,000 or $ 6,000 yearly for 
five years for opening up new roads 
in Ward IV. in a local improvement 
area to be defined. Such a sum. ho 
said, would menu a levy of four 
mills. 

Mr. McWllliam regretted the delay 
in municipal work, as a result of the 
second election, especially in view of 
the many unemployed in Saanich. 

"I have, taken no part in this elec¬ 
tion, for or against either of the 
Rceveship candidates, hut 1 would 
like to aet before you my Ideas," he 
said. 

Telling of a year of close study of 
Reeve Watson and Councillor Simp¬ 


son at the council table, he said. "I 
have set a standard and have meas¬ 
ured both by that yard stick. I have 
no fault to find with Mr. Simpson as 
a councillor; he has been careful and 
done his work well. 

Praise For Reeve. 

"Hut as to Reeve Watson, I must 
nay he has been a just man. a fair 
man and an able man. Look at the 
time he has had to give to the affairs 
of Saanich. I never dreamed that so 
much of a man's time would be re¬ 
quired. Hut Reeve Watson never 
grudged to give all his time neces¬ 
sary. 

"His years of experience ns Reeve, 
his year spent on Council and long 
service upon the School Hoard, all 
combine to make him even more valu¬ 
able, to us to-day," lie said. 

Voices Criticism. 

"Mr. Simpson's experience for the' 
office of Reeve is a matter for you to 1 
| judge,", said Mr. McWilliam. and 
noted, "I have this point against Mr. 
Simpson. He brought up n man who 
has given the municipality twelve 
years of faithful service. That man 
should not have been so unmercifully 
scored—we are none of us perfect." 

"Another point 1 have Is this: Mr. 
Simpson had his chance in the first 
contest: he was nominated: he with¬ 
drew: he should not have brought 
on this second contest: the voice of 
the people had been beard unmistak¬ 
ably. and this is another point where 
Mr. Simpson has failed to measure up 
to the standard 1 had set. 

"During the fight I notice. Mr 
Simpson's platform has been entirely 
lost sight of: the contest has develop¬ 
ed into a battle of wits. It is time, we 
are all agreed, that the campaign was 
over," he said. 

Georg* Hornsey, of Ward Two, 
made a number of charges against 
Reeve Watson, ending with "he lied, 
Med. lied." The chief of these refer¬ 
red to the famous "Municipal Man¬ 
ager" letter, and Mr. William took 
i the floor, and. after remarking, 
"Surely you would not support Mr. 


Klngwell's action." adopted Reeve 
Watson’s view of the tenor pf the let¬ 
ter. "To my mind, there was an in¬ 
sinuation of bribery in that letter," 
he said. For almost an hour a good! 
humored crossfire amused and en¬ 
lightened the gathering, while await¬ 
ing the arrival pf Mr. 8 fmpson from 
the West Saanich Hall. 

Candidate Arrive*. 

Councillor Simpson touched upon 
protests made against a new election, 
stating "We. can only be guided by 
the dictum that no election has yet 
been held." As to the expense, he 
took issue with those protesting. If 
this was to be regarded it would de¬ 
bar voters from the. privilege of ex¬ 
pressing their wishes, he considered. 

The Simpson-Kiugwell agreement 
was touched upon as being for the 
purpose of securing the will of the 
people* as to support of the past ad¬ 
ministration. Asked why he did not 
wait until next year, Mr. Simpson re¬ 
marked, "Ijet next year take care of 
itself; let us not build bridges until 
j we come to the stream." 

Mr. Simpson assured the. audience 
I that no one had asked him for any 
favor if he should be elected as Reeve. 
"Time for a change la the w'<»rd that is 
going." he said, in commenting upon 
affairs. "The paid officials of the mu¬ 
nicipality should confine themselves 
to their duties and not be butting Into 
elections as they are doing. 

"This is a thing that should not be 
tolerated; that ammunition should 
be prepared ahd sent broadcast by the 
officials," he said. 

Election Pledges. 

The candidate summarized the fol¬ 
lowing promises if elected: "I will 
not stand for favors to any Individ¬ 
ual. the greatest good to the greatest 
number will guide my actions. There

should be less collusion between 
elected officials and paid officials. 1 
demand that paid officials give their 
best services to the municipality, we 
pay them for it." 

Dealing with press reports Mr. 
Slmprfon said, "If I were an outsider 
I should say ‘here, too, Is time for a 
change.’ If we had but a few nice 
neighborly meetings, correctly re¬ 
ported, wo would be better off. It 
should not l»e necessary to hold so 
many meetings." 

"I gather from experience that a 
revision of the assessment roll is 
necessary,’ he said, claiming that 
those long dead are still on the 
voters’ list. 

Citing a number of assessment 
errors. Mr. Simpson declared, "those 
Just show that a change is neces¬ 
sary," stating that hitherto he had 
doubted the possibility of reducing 
taxes in the coming year, Mr. Simp¬ 
son said the probability of a reduc¬ 
tion in school costs had changed his 
views. 

“New Blood Needed." 

Declaring his intention to make 
Saanich a place where e*-prairie 
residents will be welcomed, Mr. 
Simpson said, "A little new blood 
will be a good thing, the old timers 
here get into a rut.” 

Mr. Simpson said the campaign had 
started out "pretty rough," but had 
grown .better matured as it pro¬ 
ceeded. 

"If you elect me, I shall try to so 
conduct myself. In the municipality 
and elsewhere. In such a manner as 
to bring credit to you as your Reeve." 
he said, receiving generous applause. 

Frank Mellor asked, "How do^you 
reconcile your statement that yku 
favor four meetings with the actiorl 
of your committee In arranging sev-j 
enteen?" Mr. Simpson retorted, "i 
told you, with fair press reports.” 

School Affairs. 

Trustee Hull was accorded strong 
favor as he took the floor. He 
thanked the ward for the support 
given him at the last election, and 
said he would not have again been 
In the field save for the opening of 
the bye-election seat. 

Mr. Hull stated that he welcomed 
a statement from the Teachers’ Fed¬ 
eration which had accept ch! last 
year's salaries with the ordinary an¬ 
nual Increases In vogue. He felt this 
made for accord and good work in 
the coming year. "Education will 
cost less this year in Haanlch than it 
did last year." he announced, this be¬ 
cause of lesser extraordinary ex¬ 
penditures. and the conversion of an 
adverse 1920 balance of $3,000 into a 
1921 credit of over $1,700. 

"1 have changed my views some¬ 
what as to a High School, it will 
probably be better to stay as we are 
In association with the city, though 
the position we should he in. If the 
rltv were unable to take our pupils. 
Is an important factor to be remem¬ 
bered." he snld. receiving the most 
hearty applause of the evening.

RADIOACTIVE ORE ARE 
LOCATED IN COPPER MINE 

(rontltraed from pa ge 1 .) _ 

Alpha Radiation. 

"About Juno 10 . 1921. H. E. Neave. a 
mining engineer who ha<l examined the 
company's property during January of 
this year, stated to F. N. D. Kosher 
that In his opinion some of the ore of 
the company's claims was radio-active. 
At Mr. Neave's suggestion, a specimen 
of ore from the company's office was 
selected and the experiment made of 
exposing the ore to a photographic plate 
in a box impenetrable to ordinary' light. 
The plate was developed after an ex¬ 
posure of 72 hours duration with a re¬ 
markable result. This experiment was 
followed by many others in which ore 
specimens representing the whole of 
the workings on the company’s property 
were employed. Positive results were 
achieved In the great majority of cases, 
noticeable effects being even produced 
from smelter pulps representative of 
considerable tonnages of ore. Some of 
the effects were very remarkable and 
clearly Illustrate the emission of ex¬ 
tremely penetrating radiations. After 
some delay suitable scintilloscopes were 
obtained from London, England, and 
Denver, Colorado, by means of which 
the presence of a radiation capable of 
exciting flouresence in Hldot Blende was 
noted. This, presumably. Is an Alpha 
radiation consisting of helium atoms 
expelled at extremely high velocities. 
The rate of emission of these particles 
varied considerably with specimens, the 
scintillations being observed from one 
to two up to 200 per minute. 

"Although no visible aggregates of 
substances exhibiting the physical char¬ 
acteristics of the known radio-active 
minerals have yet been detected." says 
Mr. Rosher. "It should be borne In mind 
that any response to the qualitative 
photographic and scintillation tests is 
an Indication of the presence of radio¬ 
active matter readily measurable by the 
more delicate electric methods. The re¬ 
sponse of the company's ore to the 
crude tests so far made is so remark- 

tu em-ouruge the belief that rich 
deposits of radio-active minerals will be 
encountered In the course of deeper de¬ 
velopment. These will, probably be in 
the form of the pitchblende, copper 
uranites and autunites. It Is note¬ 
worthy that there is a very definite as¬ 
sociation between radium and copper. 

"At present, all that we can say with 
certainty is that much of the ore on 
our property emits spontaneously ex¬ 
tremely penetrating radiations and to 
such an extent as to beur comparison 
with the action of the uranium ores of 
ordinary commercial grade from Col¬ 
orado," Mr. Rosher says. 

Photographic Records. 

"In our investigations up to date w© 
have principally employed photographic 
methods and the photographic action 
bus been found to be extremely intense, 
and would seem to indicate a more than 
usual proportion of beta and gamma 
radiation. Some of the effects are al¬ 
together extraordinary and seem to pre¬ 
sent a puzzle even to distinguished 
radiologists. 

"The usual experiment has been to 
place the ore on or at the side of photo¬ 
graphic plate of average speed and 
some coins, medals or similar objects 
on the plate for the purpose of making 
a picture. In many cases the plates 
were densely fogged uniformly Ifi spite 
of the obstruction of the coins, and In 
some cases objects representing a thick¬ 
ness of seyeral inches of Iron. This 
would Indicate the presence of very 
penetrating radiations, since ordinary 
non-penetrative light fogs the unpro¬ 
tected portions of the plate only, so that 
on development the portions where the 
coins rested are clearly defined. In the 
writer's opinion many of the strange 
effects on the plates are due to ordinary 
beta rays, the coins, etc., having func¬ 
tioned as secondnry radiators. It seems 
to be a difficult matter to repeat the 
exact radiographic effects, and one 
Would Imagine that the result is modi¬ 
fied by many causes, such for example 
as the precise position of the specimen 
tested with regard to the nlate and 
coins, etc., and the varying flourescent 
properties of the plates themselves and 
the obstructing substances. 

Gamma and Beta Radiations. 

"It Is of course well known that the 
photographic action of the alpha rays 


is almost negligible, practically the 
whole of the effect being produced by 
the gamma and beta radiations. 

"All the evidence so far adduced would 
appear to Indicate a fairly uniform dis¬ 
semination of radio-active matter in a 
very finely divided form throughout the 
copper ores on this property, individual 
specimens of course, vary considerably 
in their response to the photographic 
and scintillation testa, but on the other 
hand, the physical appearance of th<* 
ore appears to be no guide in the search 
lor radio-active minerals. 

"Perhaps the most satisfactory fea¬ 
ture from the company’s standpoint of 
this new discovery. Is the fact that po 
further risk Is involved In Its explora¬ 
tion since the active matter in this case 
appears to be entirely to the copper 
bearing areas, so that In developing the 
ore* we automatically develop the other. 
It will he necessary to acquire suitable 
electroscopes for the accurate measur¬ 
ing of the activity of the eras already 
u.-vHi.ped. and these encountered as de¬ 
velopment work proceeds; and u suit¬ 
able laboratory should be estahlisheded 
on the property as soon as possible so 
that the necessary research may be con¬ 
ducted on the spot; confirmation of re¬ 
sults. of course, being obtained from 
higher authorities. 

With Great Pozelbllltiee. 

"In conclusion one might say that we 
can afford to regard the discovery of 
the radio-active character of the ore as 
one of great importance and fraught 
with most attractive possibilities. 

"There would seem 40 be little doubt 
that in an area so rich in radio-activity 
and so extensive. Important aggregates 
of the primary radio-active minerals 
will be encountered. It is possible that 
these an* to be found under the less 
altered conditions of deeper levels as in 
the case with the Jtohemian and Corn¬ 
wall pitchblendes. The remarkable re¬ 
sults of such simple and •preliminary 
experiments as we have been able to 
make certainly Justify us In undertaking 
a programme of systematic research and 
vigorous development." 

Credit to Mr. Neave. 

"The credit for the discovery as far as 
we are concerned. Is due entirely to Mr. 
Neave. who was the first to detect the 
scintillations from the ore. and at whoso 
suggestion the first radiograph was 
taken," Mr, Rosher says. 

"We understand that Mr. Neave has 
long been prosecuting a search for

radio-activity, but that It was pot until 
shout a year ago that he encountered 
an activity sufficient to produce pro¬ 
nounced effects upon his sclntilloscope. 
Wo understand that his first discovery 
of pronounced radlo-activltv was in 
some dyke matter on the West Coast of 
Vancouver Island. 

"T | "RMIf ,io n that we possessed a 
radio-active^>re came as 11 complete 
surprise to us. Had wo made those 
same simple experiments seven years 
ago. we would of course, have obtained 
the same positive results, but it seems 
that this intensely interesting but little 
known science is still a sealed book to 
about 99.9 per cent, of the mining fra¬ 
ternity. This ought' not to be the case, 
because the discovery of radio-activity 
has revolutionized the old theories of 
the Earth's origin and destiny. Further¬ 
more. by means of calculations based 
on the amount of occluded helium In 
certain radio-active minerals it has be¬ 
come possible to make estimates of the 
ages of several geological formations. 

"It is interesting to know that radium 
exists In all rocks and soils in minute 
traces, and that by extraordinarily deli¬ 
cate electric methods quantitative de¬ 
terminations of great accuracy can he 
made of the amounts of radium present, 
buf It is. of course, practically impos¬ 
sible to find evidence of this norma} ac¬ 
tivity by photographic or scintillation 
tests. . 

"Mr. Neave followed up his discovery 
on the company's property, by further 
investigations on Quadra Island, where 
lie found dyke matter almost identical 
with that on the West Coast of Van¬ 
couver Island, and exhibiting the same 
phenomena." 

The Property. 

"The holdings of the Valdez Island 
Copper Company embrac e thirty mineral 
claims in the vicinity of Howland Har¬ 
bor. Quadra Island, the largest of the 
Valdez Group of Islands, which forms 
with Vancouver Island the Seymour 
Narrows. 

"The property Is recognized by min¬ 
ing men as one of the most promising 
and remarkable showings of copper ore 
In British Columbia. The ore deposit 
Is one of a very unusual type, radically 
differing both mineralogiually and 
structurally from the typical copper de¬ 
posits of the Const Region, and presents 
interesting geological problems. 

"Extensive outcrops of copper are 
found nt Intervals over an area of up¬ 
wards of a thousand acres, but the 
metalltation throughout Is almost en¬ 
tirely chalcocite. One remarkable con¬ 
sequence of this Is that when the ore 
weathers near the surface the carbon¬ 
ates resulting from the oxidation of the 
chalcocite are leached from the Imme¬ 
diate surface, so that In the absence of 
sufficient Iron in the mineral to cause a 
pronounced gossan stain, the ore-bear¬ 
ing rock cannot be distinguished from 
the barren ground adjacent. As a re¬ 
sult of these extensive areas, which for 
years have never been suspected of be¬ 
ing ore-bearing, have been revealed by 
a few chance shots and have developed 
into important ore bodies. A very large 
tonnage of ore of milling grAde is in 
sight and available by quarrying 
methods; vhile In some areas where the 
metalizatlon has been particularly in¬ 
tense. there exists important ore boilios 
of shipping grade. We feel confident 
that In the course of time this area will 
become a very Important one In the 
production of copper In British Colum¬ 
bia."

Miss Normand has held the leading 
or stellar role in the spectacular de¬ 
velopments of the Investigation thus 
far, which the district attorney says 
haa not produced one scintilla of evi¬ 
dence to connect anyone with the 
murder. 

8aw Him Last. 

Miss Normand was the last person 
found by investigators to have been 
with the slain director. The time of 
the murder has been fixed within a 
frW minutes of the time which Miss 
Normand und her chauffeur state as 
that of her departure from Taylor's 
house, where he tvas slain. She was 
with him the night before the murder 
and Taylor was deeply In love with 
her, and they had had & quarrel, ac¬ 
cording to Henry 'Peavey. hegru 
houseman for the slain director, who 
left Mabel Normand and Taylor alone 
at the Taylor house within an hour 
before the fatal shooting occurred. 

Letters of Mabel Normand to Tay¬ 
lor, which she said she feared would 
be misinterpreted if revealed to the 
public, and which Taylor treasured, 
were the object of search by Miss 
Normand at the Taylor house on the 
day following the murder. They were 
missing from the drawer of the desk 
in which Taylor kept them, according 
to Miss Normand, and a week later 
they were found in a manner which 
is veiled in mystery, reported to have 
been in a boot in a closet of the Tay¬ 
lor house on the floor above that in 
which the murder was committed 
and where they were usually kept. 

Deeply Affected. 

The death of Taylor and Ills 
funeral affected Miss Normand more 
visibly than other persons within the 
purview of friends and the public, 
this culminating in her swooning in 
the church following Ae Aineral ser¬ 
vice Tuesday. She was brought into 
the church supported by two women 
and accompanied by her director 
when the service began. Her whole 
body quaked in spasmodic tremors 
continuously during the thirty or 
more minutes of the service, and the 
two women had to support her In 
the seat, entwining their arms about 
hers, while the director called atten¬ 
tion of one of them to the beads Of 
perspiration upon her pale, trembl¬ 
ing. open-mouthed face. 

Fainted. 

When others left the church she 
Insisted on being led to the casket 
and after a glimpse nt the still visage 
therein, she lost consciousness. 

Meanwhile. Mary Miles Minter, 
another actress reported to have been 
in love with Taylor and one of whose 
love letters was found among Tay¬ 
lor's effects, was engaged In examin¬ 
ation at the district attorney's office 
while the funeral was being held. 

Mabel Normand has been known in 
motion pictures for twelve years, first 
entering this field in New York after 
previous experience as a chorus girl 
and a model.

Chicago, Feb. 10.—William Des¬ 
mond Taylor, also known as William 
Deane-Tanner, never had a brother, 
and belonged to the oldest and 
wealthiest aristocracy of Ireland, ac¬ 
cording to a statement made to-day 
by Mrs. W. O. Farnum. an old friend 
from Ireland, who knew him well 
when he was a boy. "His father’s 
name was Major William Tanner,” 
she said.
